a Head Start on their child for $25,000. Less than 24 hours 

later, all three of them were killed in a highway accident that 
made the news here in Indiana, and the grandparents called 
our office because they found the AIL folder on their kitchen 
table. Extremely sad, but that claim was able to pay for all three 
funerals and AIL paid it out immediately.
